NEWS OR NOT 


More Fun 


We had so much fun last year publish- 
ing David Alexander’s close-up of jockey 
John Pollard and Seabiscuit that we asked 
him to do some more for us. For a brief 
time this summer he put aside other work 
to produce a series of 6 reminiscences, 
covering the period from 1930 to World 
War Il. The first of these, December 6, 
1941, is on page 1460 of this issue; the 
other pieces will appear from time to time 
wer the next couple of months. 

Alexander, like England’s Edgar Wal- 
lace, was a Turf writer before becoming a 
popular author of mystery fiction. His 
eighth mystery novel, The Murder of 
Whistler's Brother, was published by 
Random House in October. 

From 1930 to 1940 he was editor and 
columnist for the New York Morning 
Telegraph, and later acted as press agent 
for several leading race tracks. 


The Pony Clubs 


Some years ago the prillil girl who had 
come to sit with the baby-sitter was asked 
how she had reached the decision to do 
her college work at the University of 
Kentucky. 

“Because I like to ride horses,” she said. 

“And how many times have you 
ridden?” 

“Not once. People in this country manu- 
facture horses; they don’t ride them.” 

The young lady was born a few years 
Now there is a Central Ken- 
tucky Pony Club, a branch of the United 
States Pony Clubs, Inc.. “a national 
organization to teach riding, mounted 
sports, and the care of horses and ponies 
ty those under 21.” Since these Pony 
Clubs bid fair to play a considerable 
role in acquainting American youth with 
horses and horsemanship, we asked Mrs. 
Rena Niles, one of the organizers of the 
groups near Lexington. to set down the 


details. She did, as follows: 


The name of the organization may be 
misleading—suggesting to some a pony 
breeders’ association or a club for younger 
children riding small ponies. The name 
derives from the fact that in England, 
where the first Pony Clubs were organized 
in 1928, any child’s mount is called a 
peny, regardless of its size. The American 
organization was not formed until 1953, 
and the name was taken from its British 
counterpart. 

Any boy or girl between the ages of 6 
and 21 who owns a horse or pony or has 
the use of one is eligible for membership. 
In actual practice, riders over 17 usually 
setve as assistants to the instructors in 
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charge. Instruction, however, is just one 
phase of Pony Club activities; it is a kind 
of extra bonus. The other phases are 
games, trail rides, horse shows, and 
lectures and demonstrations on_ stable 
management, feeding, grooming, diseases, 
injuries, shoeing, and training. All of this 
is keyed to the abilities of the members of 
each group. 

So far, the Central Kentucky Pony 
Club has 3 active groups—the Elkhorn 
group, centered around the Paris Pike, 
with stabling facilities at M. L. L. Short’s 
farm; the Keeneland group, for children 
living on or near the Versailles Pike, with 
headquarters at Bluegrass Park; and the 
Iroquois group, which operates in the 
country surrounding the Iroquois Hunt 
Club.

Annual dues are $5, and 
any youngster who has a horse or pony 
to ride and would like to ride with others 
of his own age. should call either Mrs. 
b. G. Hughes at Lexington 5-2414 or one 
of her willing assistants mentioned above. 

Lexington has long needed an organiza- 
tion of this type, which would supplement 
—but in no sense replace—formal riding 
instruction. Riding as a sport for young- 
sters suffers from the fact that it can be 
lonely. and children naturally prefer to 
do things in company with their con- 
temporaries.

MARYLAND 
Pimlico's Busy Week 


Battimore. At Pimlico for a while last 
Saturday trainers Sherrill Ward and 
Woody Stephens had a common goal— 
getting an express car which would take 
Summer Tan and Missile to Florida. Ward 
and his victorious Summer Tan were the 
last vestiges of the Pimlico Special, run on 
Thanksgiving Day, and the trainer was 
itching to leave the near-freezing climate 
of Baltimore for the near-freezing tempera- 
tures of Miami. 

Stephens was interested in a car, too; 
but also on his mind was a date John A. 
Morris’s Missile had 90 minutes later in 
the richest of 34 Pimlico Futurities. 

At 2:04 p. m. Ward pushed up the 
sleeve of his topcoat to glance at his 
watch. “That express man was supposed 
to meet me here at one o'clock. It’s 
ridiculous; they want to lay over our car 
8 hours in Washington.” 

“What’s next on your colt’s schedule?” 
Ward was asked. 

“Getting him to Florida,” he said. 

With Stephens posted outside Pimlico’s 
new Turf library to cry the approach of 
the express man, Ward stepped inside to 
chat for a few moments about a colt which 
had come back from a near-fatal embolism 
a little over 2 years ago to re-establish him- 
self as one of the best horses in competi- 
tion. 

How did Ward account for Summer 
Tan’s grand bloom this late in the year? 

“He always has been a horse to appreci- 
ate cold weather. ‘Some studs are good 
in the fall, others in the spring. He seems 
to be more cheerful, happier, and more 
willing at this time of the year.” 

Was the Special as easy for him as it 
appeared to he? 

“How easy did it look to you?” 

We said he had seemed to be just breez- 
ing to those horses,

Then, as if fearful a spy from the racing 
secretary’s office might be within earshot,

Ward replied: “Well, I don’t know. He 
won rather handily, but the Garden State 
was easier. A lot of good horses have 
won the Special—and only one ran it in 
faster time. (Summer Tan had negotiated 
the 1,3; miles in 1:5634 on a good track, 
four-fifths of a second slower than Tom 
Fool’s stakes record.) You don’t run that 
fast so easily, you know.” 

We recalled that Tom Fool was just 
galloping the day he set the Special 
record, and that it was his final race. Ward 
perished the thought. 

After his string of heart-breaking 
seconds, the Special must have made him 
feel mighty good. 

“Yes. it did; they got to be a little hard 
to take.” 

Is Summer Tan beter now than he’s 
ever been? 

“To me, he’s as outwardly healthy as 
he’s ever been. He seems to be more set, 
more composed. Yes, I’d probably say 
he’s better now than ever.” 

After recovering from a serious illness 
as a 2-year-old, had Summer Tan’s hard 
race with Nashua in the Wood Memorial 
the following April hurt him? 

“He didn’t go wrong in the Wood, but 
the horse just wasn’t right after that. I 
couldn’t pinpoint his trouble, but I could 
sense something was wrong. Later, he had 
some ankle trouble—osselets—in his near 
front ankle, mainly.” 

Florida? 

“The Widener is his primary objective.” 
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The express man still hadn’t put in an 
appearance, and the trainers fidgeted. In 
a few moments they dashed off to re- 
connoiter the secretary’s office for a clue. 


Expensive 2 Bucks 


An hour or so later, after War Relic’s 
son Missile had led every step of the way 
to claim a smashing Futurity victory 
under Pete Anderson, we found Woody 
Stephens still rushing around the old 
Maryland Jockey Club plant. As _ he 
strode rapidly across the concrete lawn 
facing the old club, fleece-lined John M. 
(Doc) Lee yelled congratulations. 

We paused to ask Lee if the favored 
Ambehaving, which hadn’t seemed to be 
running cheerfully through the home lane, 
had come out of his race all right. 

“T don’t want it to be interpreted as an 
excuse,” the trainer of the third-place colt 
said, “but he bucked in the race. He 
waited all year to do it today.” 

Ambehaving’s “2 bucks” cost Pimlico’s 
bettors $109,133, which was the amount 
wagered in the win and place pools on the 
1-to-2 shot. The $82,605 Futurity, which 
netted $71,235 to the winner, produced the 
sixth minus pool of the 11-day-old meet- 
ing. This time the shortage amounted to 


- $12,037 in the show pool. 


(The same sort of mutuels deficiency 
had occurred the previous Saturday when 
Freeman Keyes’ entry of Romanita and 
Smoke Veil looked like “money from 
home” in the Marguerite Stakes. So well 
liked was this pair that $5,309 had to be 
added to the show pool to meet minimum 
10 cents-on-a-dollar pay-off. In winning 
the 1,4-mile Marguerite, Romanita had 
proved a more game filly than some 
observers had credited her with being. 
Apparently beaten at the sixteenth-pole, 
when racing in the deeper going along the 
rail, she mustered from heaven knows 
where a second surge which carried her 
clear of the second-place finisher, Great 
Pride, which managed to nose out the 
other half of the favored entry. Romanita’s 
pluck may even have surprised some of 
her connections, for Bill Hartack, given 
his choice of either filly, chose Smoke Veil. 
on which he had come within a nose of 
winning the Selima a week earlier. Har- 
tack’s selection, it was intimated, was in- 
fluenced by a report Romanita was having 
splint trouble. Splint or no, the daughter 
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of Roman—Mablen equaled Alsab’s Day’s 
stakes record of 1:45 in winning by a 
length and a quarter.) 


Cats and Mice 


The cat-and-mouse game leading up to 
the running of the Special, an invitational 
weight-for-age event, was, for kibitzers, as 
interesting as the race itself. But track 
officials and newspapermen, anxious for 
the race to jell, failed to find anything 
even remotely amusing about it. 

Bardstown, which may be as good as 
there is available, threw a scare into the 
field when as late as 48 hours before post 
time it appeared he would contest the 
issue. On Sunday the son of *Alibhai— 
Twilight Tear ran down on his right heel 
in a workout. Two days later, he nicked 
the same heel in his final work, and 
Jimmy Jones, holding little hope for a 
fast track anyway, pulled him out. Mid- 
afternoon, withdrawn because of a “suspic- 
ious knee” was pronounced fit to run. 
Dedicate definitely was out. but Find, 
which had won the Narragansett Special 
only a few days previously, was on the 
fence. Trainer Billy Winfrey was not 
disposed to send the Discovery gelding 
against both Bardstown and Summer Tan; 
he would take one, but not both. Thus, 
when Bardstown was lost to the Special, 
the race gained Midafternoon and Find. 
Both ran well. 

Find took Mister Gus’ best punches— 
which lacked their customary power this 
day—but fell back from the pace when 
Summer Tan tested his mettle. The 
Vanderbilt gelding’s pace—quarter in 
72435; half in :4844; three-quarters in 
1:1225; and mile jin 1:3744—was not 
overly severe, and it was thought Atkinson 
had more horse under him than was the 
case when Summer Tan took aim. 

Midafternoon, well back early while 
leading only Third Brother, picked up 
Traffic Judge, Wise Margin, Mister Gus, 
and Find when asked, but Hartack, seeing 
the futility of a desperate chase to catch 
the still-fresh Summer Tan, made no 
serious demands once his mount was 
assured of second money. 

With the Marguerite, Special, and 
Futurity falling within a span of 7 days, 
it was a rather hectic week for Pimlico, 
which, incidentally, wears her 80 years 
well and even was given a saucy lavender 
rinse this season. For all the festivities 
surrounding Thanksgiving week, it was 
not a record pace. There was a June 
afternoon in 1945 when the 4 Maryland 
associations combined to stake a one-day 
meeting in order to present the Pimlico 
Nursery, Dixie Handicap, Preakness, 
Pimlico Oaks, and Jennings Handicap. A 
colt named Polynesian won the Preakness 
in 96-degree heat. Pimlico could use a 
little of tnat heat now.

FLORIDA 


Invader from Havana 


Miami. Manuel Giberga, a large, dapper 
owner-trainer from Havana, racing in the 
United States for the first time this winter, 
is taking dead-aim at 3 major stakes at 
Hialeah Park—the Bougainvillea, Widen- 
er, and Turf Handicaps. 

Giberga had hoped to try for these 
stakes with his own horse, *Peter Boy, a 
huge 5-year-old bay by Peterborough out 
of Parma. But the horse contracted a 
slight case of pneumonia while being 
flown here from Buenos Aires, and Giberga 
does not expect him to run this winter. 

Instead, he will go with 2 horses he 
believes are the best in South America— 
Tatan and *Pistolero. Giberga purchased 
the latter for Col. Harry B. Marcus, of 
Glade Valley Farm in Maryland, and he 
will point him for the Bougainvillea. 

Tatan, rated by Giberga as one of the 
4 best horses of the present day, will be in 
Manuel’s charge for owner Angel Pelayo, 
of Buenos Aires. Tatan, a small but 
powerfully muscled 4-year-old resembles 
Stymie. 

“You get the impression you could drop 
an anvil on him and not hurt him,” says 
Giberga. 


The 4-year-old son of 
Midafternoon was second and Find finished third. 


*Heliopolis 


Tatan will be entered in the Widener 
and Turf Handicaps, since he runs equally 
well on the dirt and on grass. He usually 
races in the lead, and Giberga says he 
can run all day. 

“Over the past 5 years I have been to 
the races all over the world,” said 
Giberga, “and I must rate Tatan with 
Nashua, Swaps, and Ribot as the great 
horses I have seen.” 

Then why had Pelayo turned down a bid 
to run Tatan in the Washington, D. C.,, 
International ? 

“Pelayo could not accept,” he said. 
“Tatan is national institution in 
Argentina. The people are fanatical 
about the horse. They name bars and 
restaurants after him; there is even 4 
tango named for him. Pelayo had planned 
to run Tatan in the Carlos Pellegrini 
stakes at home and could not withdraw 
him to run at Laurel. . . . That would be 
like asking Leslie Combs not to mn 
Nashua in the Kentucky Derby. 

“Tatan will run in the Jose Pedro 
Ramirez stakes in Uruguay January 6, 
and then will be flown to me at Hialeah. | 
truly think he will win here. He has lost 
only twice in 12 starts—his debut and one 
other time by a nose.” 

*Pistolero, an average-size but power 
ful chestnut, is Chile’s top distance horse. 
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Giberga saw him win a special handicap 
in Santiago early this year, carrying 128 
pounds over 144 miles on the grass in 
9.2915, *Pistolero later won at a mile and 
7 furlongs, carrying 132 pounds, in 3:10. 


A $20 Horse 


Giberga has 3 of his own horses at 
Hialeah, where they will run in the colors 
of the Santa Barbara Stables, but expects 
to bring another here with Tatan. Now 
stabled at Hialeah, in addition to *Peter 
Boy, are *Biotz and *Guarico. The latter 
is ‘a maiden, having bucked his shins 
early in his career. *Guarico may race at 
Tropical Park. 

In addition to his stable at Hialeah, 
Giberga also maintains stables in Caracas 
and Havana. He has been an owner since 
1933, when in honor of his 17th birthday 
he received $50 from his parents and spent 
the day at Oriental Park in Havana. 

“At the end of the last race I saw all 
the people going to the paddock and 
followed them,” he recalls. “An auction 
took place, and there was a 7-year-old 
horse which had not won in 2 years. 
But it was very beautiful, beautiful to me 
at any rate. I bid $20, and before I knew 
what happened it was mine. I was a horse 
owner and didn’t even know where the 
stables were. 

“I was too young to acquire a trainer’s 
license so I hired one. I bought a book 
on how to train horses; read everything I 
could find. As a result I flunked my 
school examinations that year. But I won 
5 races with the horse and made about 
$1,500. Prince Cloi was the horse’s name. 
I shall never forget him.” 


One Peeve, One Theory 


Giberga is an intense student of racing, 
and he enjoys talking about the sport, 
especially breeding. One of his pet peeves 
is the Bruce Lowe system, and one of his 
fondest theories is that stallions which 
do a lot of racing are handicapped at stud. 

“Lowe took as a base for his theory the 
3 great English stakes, the Derby, the 
Oaks, and the St. Leger. He. . . catalogued 
every animal with a number which cor- 
responded to a group family. According 
to Lowe, 20 of these families figure in all 
good modern pedigrees, and 9 of them are 
indispensable. 

“But then we come to Federico Tesio 
and we find Lowe’s theory does not stand 
up. Tesio showed that 80 per cent of 
English Derby winners were sired by 
horses which never won the Derby. Several 
non-Derby winners sired 4 winners of that 
stakes, 

“He showed that there has yet to be a 
Derby winner which is a direct line 
descendant—that is, father, son, grandson, 
and great-grandson. In the most favorable 
of circumstances it has ended with the 
grandson. 

“Males and females which have been 
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trained for several years, especially those 
which engage mainly in sprints, have ex- 
pended much of their nervous energy. The 
nervous energy potential that these horses 
and mares are thus able to transmit is 
greatly lessened. 

“To be sure, the inherited characteristics 
are there—the good legs, good body. But 
the vital factor of nervous energy has 
been exhausted by fatigue. 

“This theory come from a man who has 
proved his point. Tesio took comparatively 
ordinary mares and sires, but mares and 
sires which had not been over-raced, and 
produced horses like Ribot, Apelle, Dona- 
tello II, Nearco, Cavaliere d’Arpino, and 
Tenerani. There is your proof. Tesio 
looked for a mating of horses that had 
good pedigrees, yes, but most important, 
horses which had not been exhausted 
during their racing careers. 

“In America the vital factor seems to 
be how much money did he win when it 
comes to the importance of a sire. That 
is an upside-down theory. Take Citation 
or Whirlaway for example. Citation has 
yet to produce a great horse; Whirlaway 
has sired stakes winners. but no great 
horse. Why? I believe because these 2 
wonderful horses raced so often they had 
exhausted too much of their potential for 
siring purposes. 

“Tn the old days they raced for the sport. 
Today they race to see who can win the 
most money. 

“T give you another proof of this theory: 
take a look at the great sires of the past 
and see how much they were raced. Take 
*Bahram (Blandford—Friars Daughter), 
in training 2 years, raced 9 times; Bland- 
ford (Swynford—Blanche), also in train- 
ing 2 years, racing only 4 times; Gains- 
borough (Bayardo—*Rosedrop), in train- 


ing 2 years, 9 races; Papyrus (Tracery— ~ 


Miss Matty), in training 3 years, with 17 
races; Phalaris (Polymelus—Bromus), in 
training 4 years with 24 races; St. 
Simon (Galopin—St. Angela), 2 years 
in training, 10 races. I have a dozen 
more examples, but that should make my 
point. 

“T simply cannot believe that a horse 
which runs 50 and 60 times in_ his 
career can be a truly successful sire.” 

Giberga shrugged his shoulders and went 
back to *Peter Boy. He already had talked 
more than he had meant to. Arr GRACE

The 2-Meeting Pattern 


Beulah Park, near Columbus, which this 
year conducted one 44-day meeting, will 
return to its usual 2-meeting pattern in 
1957. The track has submitted a request 
to the Ohio State Racing Commission for 
a 19-day spring meeting from May 11 
through June 1 and for a 25-day fall meet- 
ing from September 7 through October 5. 


NEW JERSEY 
The First Steps 


On November 27 Swaps was allowed to 
take his first steps since October 15, 6 
days after he fractured his left hind cannon 
bone while working out at Garden State 
Park. 

The United Press said the colt was 
unhitched from the sling which had been 
bearing most of his weight and walked 
“20 feet to an adjoining straw-covered 
stall to give him a chance to lie down 
and get some rest.” 

The UP quoted a track spokesman who 
said, “He seemed happy to be outside. 
He threw his head around and whinnied.” 

In the alternate stall, Swaps did not 
lie down; instead, he ate and drank and 
stood around until he was returned to his 
sling. Consulting veterinarians felt that 
the horse was well on his way to complete 
recovery. 

The UP reported that Swaps had regain- 
ed some of the weight he lost during the 
early weeks of his confinement and _ that 
veterinarians were optimistic about the 
colt’s chances to race again. 


KENTUCKY 
Audubon Wants Meeting 


The Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion last week gave Audubon Park Race- 
way a “letter of assurance” that the track 
would be granted a 19-day spring meet- 
ing next year if it can certify its financial 
and managerial reliability. 

Audubon Park is a half-mile track lo- 
cated between Henderson, Ky., and 
Evansville, Ind., and is adjacent to James 
C. Ellis Park. A trotting meeting, which 
proved a dismal failure, was held at the 
track in 1955, but there was no racing 
there this year. 


CANADA 


Boom 


The province of Ontario, Canada’s 
major racing center, ended its most suc- 
cessful year on November 17, when New 
Woodbine closed a 42-day meeting. In 
186 days of racing at the province’s 3 
tracks, 1,349,905 persons bet $70,702,715. 
Last year, with 165 racing days, the total 
handle was $57,273,792. 

New Woodbine, which raced for 77 
days, had the largest total handle and at- 
tendance, but Old Woodbine, used for only 
48 days, remained the country’s leading 
track from the standpoint of average 
daily handle and average daily attendance.

Whitney said he would breed 
10 of his own mares to Fisherman, would 
accept 10 outside mares “of only the 
highest credentials.” 


By Phalanx—Crawfish, by Halcyon, 
Fisherman was foaled at the Whitney farm 
on April 25, 1951. Although somewhat 
on the small side, he has ranked among 
the leaders in his division each of the 
last 4 years. 


At 2 Fisherman won the Great Ameri- 
can, Cowdin, Champagne, and East View 
Stakes and was given 121 pounds. 5 below 
the top-weighted Porterhouse and *Turn- 
to, in the Experimental Free Handicap. 
The next season he took the Gotham 
Stakes, American Legion Handicap, Trav- 
ers Stakes, Lawrence Realization, and 
closed his campaign with a brilliant tri- 
umph in the Washington, D. C., Interna- 
tional, beating the top French filly *Ba- 
nassa. He was given 126 pounds, 6 below 
*Turn-to, in the Blood-Horse Handicaps. 
Fisherman raced only 4 times at 4 be- 
fore injuries put him on the shelf, but 
he performed well, winning the Excelsior 
Handicap and finishing a close second 
in the John B. Campbell Memorial Handi- 
cap. That year he was weighted at 125 
pounds in the Blood-Horse Handicaps. 
and the only horses above him were High 
Gun, Helioscope, and Social Outcast. 

This year Fisherman won the John R. 
Macomber Memorial Handicap and placed 
in 4 other stakes. In 4 seasons he won 
14 of 45 starts and earned $436.050. 


White Oaks Replacement 


Nelson Spencer, horse foreman at El- 
mendorf Farm for the last 2 years, has 
been named manager of Miss Mildred 
Woolwine’s White Oaks Farm, Lexington. 
He replaces Ed Carmichael, who recently 
resigned the White Oaks job to become 
manager of Walnut Springs Farm. 

A native of Flemingsburg, Ky., Spencer 
has worked on horse farms for several 
years. Before coming to Elmendorf, he 
had been at Red Top Farm in Illinois, 
Plain Dealing Stud in Virginia, and Forest 
Retreat Farm in Kentucky.

OBITUARY 


Samuel Clayburn Nickols 


Sam Nuckols, one of the sport’s oldest 
and wisest officials, died late Friday night. 
November 23, at the Woodford Memorial 
Hospital, Versaillies, Ky. 

Samuel Clayburn Nuckols was born 
August 28, 1872, in Versailles, and became 
associated with the Thoroughbred sport 
nearly 50 years ago. His first employment 
in racing was as secretary for the Ken 
tucky State Racing Commission, after 
which he was named state steward for all 
Kentucky tracks. He held the Kentucky 
position for 18 years until his replacement 
in 1931, and it was during this time that 
his exposure of race-fixing at Latonia 
resulted in the disbarment of 6 riders and 
an owner. 

Mr. Nuckols had served as steward at 
many of the nation’s major race tracks, 
and his last employment was at the Fair- 
grounds Speedway in Louisville. His 
efficiency in the stand was based on a 
lifetime intimacy with the sport and on 
his conviction that “the ethics of racing 
must necessarily be high.” 

Survivors include his wife, Lutie Smith 
Nuckols, and a brother, Horace Nuckols, 
both of Versailles. His 3 nephews 
Charles. Hiram, and Alfred Nuckols—own 
Hurstland Farm, near Versailles.

MacPhail Total: $363,100 


Leland Stanford MacPhail on November 
96 disposed of 57 broodmares, weanlings, 
and yearlings for $363,100, average $6,370. 
Forty-two broodmares sold for $302,700, 
average $7.207; 10 yearlings for $28,100, 
average $2.810; and 5 weanlings for $32,- 
300, average $6,460. The auction, arranged 
by the Fasig-Tipton Company, was held in 
a tent on MacPhail’s Glenangus Farms, 
Bel Air, Md. 

Top price was $35,000, which Rigan 
McKinney paid for *Fleur Bleue, a 9-year- 
old bay mare by Deux pour Cent—Bluette, 
by Blue Skies, which MacPhail owned in 
partnership with Crown Crest Farm. The 
dam of *Blue Choir is in foal to Native 
Dancer. McKinney also paid the second- 
highest price, going to $30,000 for 
*Nonsense. a 12-year-old mare by Blue 
Peter, in foal to Petition. 

The terms under which the barren mares 
were to be sold were announced by Mac- 
Phail himself. in a speech from the 
auctioneer’s stand. The sale had been 
advertised as a “dispersal of Glenangus 
Farms’ in-foal mares. But Dr. John D. 
Gadd’s re-examination a week before the 
sale yielded a surprising result—the 
veterinarian reported that 15 of the mares 
were barren. In the course of his short 
session with the microphone MacPhail 
said: 
statements that I 
was going out of the horse business. 
That’s not true. I’m not going out of 
the horse business. . . . Next year I’m 
going to sell 40 yearlings at Saratoga 
again, but that’s the last time I’m going 
to sell as many as 40... . I’m too damned 
old; be 67 next spring... . going 
to race a little and have some fun.”

The terms of the auction of barren 


mares were announced as follows: 20 per 
cent of the purchase price was to be paid 
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to Fasig-Tipton Company at the time of 
the sale. The buyer would breed the mare 
in 1957, and if she proved to be in foal on 
September 1, 1957, the balance then would 


be due. If the mare was not in foal the 
buyer would be refunded his money, and 
the mare would return to Glenangus. 

Before the sale of breeding | stock, 
Glenangus shares in Occupy and *North- 
ern Star were offered for sale. Mac- 
Phail’s Harford Stable bought 4 shares in 
Occupy for $500 each, and Peter Jay 
bought 2 shares in *Northern Star for 
$750 each. Jay stands *Northern Star at 
his Windmill Hill Farm, Havre de Grace.

A good share of the better handicap horses 
still in training were entered in the Pimlico Special, 
and Summer Tan was a 9-10 favorite. Find and 
Mister Gus fought for the early lead, as the 
favorite started slowly. Summer Tan joined the 
Jeaders leaving the backstretch, and Mister Gus 
began to drop back. Find and Summer Tan ran 
together until the top of the stretch, where 
Summer Tan drew away to win easily by 2 lengths. 
Midafternoon passed Find in the last furlong to 
get second. Summer Tan’s time for the Special 
was second only to Tom Fool’s 1:55%. 

First money of $35,000 boosted Summer Tan’s 
earnings to $490,621, making him the leading 
money-winning son of *Heliopolis, whose best 
previous earner was High Gun ($486,025). *Helio- 
polis, which stands at Almahurst Farm, Lexington, 
also sired the 1954 Pimlico Special winner Helio- 
scope, which now is in stud at John W. Galbreath’s 
Darby Dan Farm, Lexington.

Summer Tan has won 2 other stakes this year, 
the Vosburgh and Gallant Fox Handicaps, but 
more than half of his money—$113,000—has come 
from finishing second in 6 stakes—the Edgemere, 
Arlington, Washington Park, and Trenton Handi- 
caps, the Whitney Stakes, and the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup.

The Pimlico Futurity, one of the year’s richest 
2-year-old races, had 6 starters, 3 of which, Indian 
Creek, Cannon Fire, and Jet Ex, were running in 
their first stakes race. Ambehaving, winner of the 
Remsen Stakes in his last effort, was a 1-2 
favorite, followed by Missile at 9-2 and Cohoes at 
7-1. 

Jockey Pete Anderson hustled Missile to a 3- 
length lead in the first 2 furlongs, and he never 
was threatened. Cohoes was second throughout. 
Ambehaving made up ground gradually to finish 
third, and it was revealed after the race that he 
had bucked his shins. Because Ambehaving was

The final stakes race of the long Canadian racing 
season, the 134-mile Valedictory Handicap, drew a 
field of 8, including 2 3-year-olds. One of the 
younger horses, Dark Armor, a winner of the 1%4- 
mile Mohawk Stakes in his last start, was a 5-4 
favorite. 

Senator Jim and *Kookaburra II took turns 
setting the pace for the first mile while Dark 
Armor was allowed to settle into stride. After 
1% miles Dark Armor moved up steadily, took 
command on the final turn, and drew clear at 
the end. All View, which trailed in the early part, 
also closed well to finish second, 3 lengths back 
of the winner. Dark Armor’s time for the 13% miles 
was 2:57. It was the first time that a race of 
1% miles had been run at the new Woodbine 
course. 

Dark Armor and All View are sons of *Prince- 
quillo, an excellent cup horse in the U. S. in the 
early 1940’s, when he won 12 of 33 starts, including 
the 1%4-mile Saratoga Cup, the 2-mile Jockey 
Club Gold Cup, the 1%4-mile Saratoga Handicap, 
and the 1,%:-mile Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handi- 
cap. In addition to Dark Armor, other progeny 
of *Princequillo which have won stakes at 1% 
miles or more are Hill Prince, How, Mandingo, 


Royal Castle, and Third Brother. Ken, Dark 
Armor’s half-brother, won the 144-mile Exterming 
tor Handicap at Pimlico in 1952. 

*Princequillo, which stands at Claiborne Farm, 
Paris, Ky., has 11 stakes winners this year, 2 more 
than any other sire. Dark Armor, foaled April 
12, 1953, at Claiborne, was bred by Mrs. Audrey 
Emery. In his only stakes starts in the U, §,, the 
15g-mile Lawrence Realization and the one-mile 
Ventnor Turf Handicap, he was unplaced.

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On the night of December 6, 1941, 
while Japanese carriers plowed through 
dark waters bearing a freight of destiny 
to Pearl Harbor, I was in the company of 
2 men I[ have always regarded as the most 
entertaining human beings I ever knew. 
One was the late “Sunny Jim” Coffroth, 
probably the greatest and certainly the 
most colorful promoter in the history of 
sport. The other was Judge George 
Washington Schilling. Schilling. still a 
racing official at courses in California, 
Western Canada. and Mexico, is a heavy- 
set man with red-rimmed little eyes and a 
perfectly round head that is baby-bald. He 
is a celebrated connoisseur of beverages, 
and as a rhetorician of the world of sport, 
his only peer was Coffroth. 


Schilling, when called upon to discipline 
a young jockey for rough riding. is likely 
to address the cowering youth in language 
of great depth. “You stripling wretch!” 
he will exclaim with a Jovian show of 
anger. “You are a miscreant and a rogue, 
and you have sullied a noble sport that 
dates to the days of the gallant Matchem, 
the dauntless\ Herod, and the incompar- 
able Eclipse!” 


Schilling’s ‘oratorical bark is far more 
terrible than his official bite. When the 
puzzled youth inquires of him what punish- 
ment he intends to inflict, the Judge will 
gesture with a log-like arm and _ shout, 
“Begone, you adolescent knave! Begone 
and brood on deeds as dark and foul as the 
fens of purgatory!” 


Nobody but a Creator with a sense of 
humor could have invented Schilling. He 
would have been one of the truly great 
talents in the sock-and-buskin school of 
drama had he existed in the age of the 
first Elizabeth. In the Twentieth Century 
he has found a perfect expression for his 
robust extroversion in the odd world of 
gambling and violent action that is called 
the Turf. He had been a right-hand man 
for Coffroth in all that extraordinary 
fellow’s racing enterprises, and on the 
night when slant-eyed men rode to their 
rendezvous on a distant sea and prayed to 
fierce and ancient gods, Schilling was 
escorting me to Coffroth’s house on Homer 
Avenue, a quiet, residential street in San 
Diego, not far from the Marine Barracks. 

A magazine had assigned me to 2 stories 
—one a sketch of Sunny Jim, who had 
promoted sports in the days of Ruby 
Robert Fitzsimmon’s greatest fame and who 
had offered the first $100,000 purse in the 
history of racing when he operated the old 
Tijuana track in Mexico from 1916 to 1929, 
the other a report on today’s Agua 
Caliente. Sunny Jim was no shy violet. 
He had named the race the Coffroth 
Handicap. “My associates insisted upon 
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it.” he said. 
insistence.” 

Coffroth was 68 and had been retired 
a dozen years when I first encountered 
him late in 1941. He was a self-made 
invalid who thoroughly enjoyed the cush- 
ioned comfort of his pretended incapacity. 
His only ailment, besides advancing age, 
was a neuritis which had stiffened his 
neck muscles and tilted his head at an 
odd angle that made him resemble an 
inquisitive cockatoo. I had already held 
3 interviews with him that had lasted half 
the night. It was not possible to interview 
him in the day-time. Coffroth slept so 
long as the sun was up. In his old age 
le abhorred the day. 

At sundown he would arise. He would 
fling a silken robe over his silken pajamas, 
which were the only garments he ever 
wore during the last decade of his life. 
He would go to the area he called his 
“backyard,” where he would be served a 
breakfast of toast and tea by a colored 
servitor named Billy who had catered to 
his needs for 30 years. Coffroth’s “back- 
yard” was 37 city lots and swept in an 
uninterrupted panorama to the nearby 
Pacific. The 37 lots were planted solid 
with giant dahlias measuring 14 inches 
across. Here, in the flower-strewn twilight, 
Coffroth would sit for an hour or more, 
munching his toast and sipping his tea 
and chuckling aloud over the more amusing 
incidents of a long and violently active 
career during which he had won and lost 
half a dozen fortunes. 

At 8 Coffroth would dine alone at a 
great baronial board, and Billy would 
serve the proper wine at the proper 
temperature in the proper glass with each 
succeeding course. There was always a 
centerpiece of blazing dahlias on the table. 
The dining room walls were covered entire- 
ly by framed pictures—oils, pastels, pen 
and inks, caricatures, photographs. All 
were portraits of Coffroth. 


“T paid them well for their 


During the rest of the night and all 9 
the early morning Coffroth would sit in jj 
living room, often reading from one of th 
thousand books on his shelves and drink. 
ing whisky, wine, brandy, or Germa 
beer—or sometimes a combination of jj 
of them. His favorite works were Shak. 
speare’s plays, biographies—and, especial. 
ly, treatises on military strategy. 
roth had never worn a uniforin of an 
sort during his checkered career, but }y 
fancied himself a military expert. }j 
would discourse at length on the tactical | 
mistakes of Longstreet at Gettysburg 
Napoleon’s exposed left flank during th 
second hour of Austerlitz. He had read ql] 
10 volumes of Van Clausewitz. He told m 
once that his knowledge of military history } 
had resulted in his foreseeing the Europea 
calamity of 1939 as early as 1935, at which 
time he had begun to import large quanti. 
ties of wine, beer, brandy, and Scotch to 
stock his cellars, which were among the 
best in California. This foresight, so far 
as I could determine, was the only practical 
use he ever made of his knowledge of 
military affairs. 


Once the night descended, Coffroth’s 
front door was off the latch. He never 
issued invitations or made appointments, 
but visitors invariably arrived. Gene 
Tunney, a fellow-Shakespearean and one 
of the few heavyweight champions of the 
century whose fights Coffroth had not 
promoted, dropped in every time he was 
in southern California. Sometimes it was a 
famous siren of the silent screen who was 
ushered to the living room by Billy. If 
it was, Coffroth would bend low despite 
his stiff neck, kiss the aging lady’s hand, 
and assure her she was far more ravishing 
than any fresh-whelped starlet of the silver 
screen. Often his visitor would be a broken- 
down jockey who had ridden great Thor: 
oughbreds at Coffroth’s track and come on 
evil days. Or it might be the friendly Irish 
cop who walked the beat on Homer 
Avenue. Sunny Jim was a_ benign and 
courtly host to all of them. He described } 
himself as “an old and _ lonely hermit 
whose cave is always filled with friendly 
spectres of the hectic past.” 


“This is the only haunted house with 
living ghosts,” he said. 

There was nothing at all exceptional 
about Coffroth’s house—from the outside. 
It was a 2-story frame dwelling, neat and 
unpretentious; but, once inside, you 
suspected that the owner had employed 
Charles Addams as _ interior decorator. 
(Years later I used a description of the 
house on Homer Avenue as the setting 
for a mystery novel.) A totem pole served 
as a hall tree, and it stood beside a 
elaborately framed and very sentimental 
painting of a Victorian family scene. A 
bright red garter, with rosettes, hung from 
the gilded frame. Coffroth said the 
garter was a memento of his first swe

heart, who had been a chorus girl in 
Sliding Billy Watson’s Beef Trust. The 
living room was more startling than the 
hall, because it was larger and the motif 
of surrealistic bedlam was spread over a 
wider area. A Mexican sombrero, a 
souvenir that tourists purchased for a 
quarter in Tijuana, hung casually on top 
of a kakemono from the Kensington 
Museum, and a fragment of Gobelin tapes- 
try covered the inlay of Biedermeier table 
on which there stood a Coney Island kew- 
pie doll, an impish effigy that Coffroth 
valued highly for some strange reason. 
On the walls original caricatures by Milt 
Gross and barroom nudes rubbed against 
fine Whistler etchings and priceless Turner 
watercolors. 

Coffroth once said to me, “My house is 
like my head, sir. It is full of many 
things that are apparently unrelated.” 

I have often thought that this weird 
room, as fantastic as a Dali nightmare. 
was a perfect setting for the fateful night 
when men sailed a dark sea to a dreadful 
destination. 

When Schilling heard I was doing a 
sketch of Coffroth he had insisted I must 
return to San Diego from Hollywood for 
another interview at which he would be 
present to act as moderator. I had pro- 
tested that I had enough material already. 
The article was a short and factual one. 
and the editor was interested solely in 
Coffroth’s amazing enterprises in sports. 
But the Judge had a queer sort of proprie- 
tary interest in his old companion, the 
attitude fight managers sometimes display 
toward brilliant but zany champions. 

. Schilling was an unctuous and determined 
man, and he persuaded me. The opportun- 
ity to drink and talk with 2 of the most 
entertaining raconteurs that ever escaped 
from the pages of Rabelais was tempting. 

Coffroth delighted in calling me “Sir 
Scrivener.” As Schilling and I entered 
the littered living room that night, our 
host bellowed, “Ah, Sir Scrivener! The 
Boswell of my dotage! You keep low and 
churlish company, sir, but you are wel- 
come.” 

Coffroth was much prouder of his 
knowledge of Shakespeare, his ability to 
grow giant dahlias, and his mastery of 
grand strategy in warfare than of his 
achievements in sport, which had made 
him a millionaire. He had lectured to 
me at length on all the subjects that 
interested him during our 3 previous inter- 
views, and to humor him I had taken notes, 
although I could use none of them in my 
article. 

Tonight he said, “I am delighted you 
have come again. Not only because you 
are a gentleman of my kidney. sir, but 
because, as an humble student of military 
history, I have an important declaration 
to make for publication.” I sighed in- 
wardly but dutifully produced pencil and 
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paper. “You must say, sir, in this article, 
that I do not deem our present danger to 
arise from the West,” he went on ponitific- 
ally. “Our peril comes from the East, and 
it approaches rapidly.” 

Just the other day I found the notes I 
made that night. For some reason I had 
saved them for 15 years. This dead man’s 
prophecy sent a shiver up my spine as I 
read it. I suppose any reader of the daily 
press might have realized then that the 
warlords of Japan were treacherous and 
reckless. But it still seems incredible to 
me that those exact words should have 
been uttered by a bibulous old man in San 
Diego on that particular night when each 
turn of the propeller screw brought the 
killers closer to their target. 

After a long discussion Coffroth and 
Schilling decided that champagne laced 
with cognac was the proper drink for 
the occasion. Prompted by Schilling and 
stimulated by wine. Coffroth was at his 
hest. 

“Regale our friend with the romantic 
tale of the silver water bucket,” Schilling 
urged. beaming upon Coffroth like a 
philatelist who displays an 1848 Mauritius. 

Tht old man chuckled and his eyes 
misted with memories. 

“We had decided upon raising the value 
of the Coffroth Handicap to $100,000 in 
1928.” he said. “but we had not yet decided 
upon a proper trophy for the winner. 
Horsemen expect trophies as well as 
purses in such events. I insisted that we 
should give no ordinary cup or vase or 
bowl or plate as an emblem of victory 
in the richest race in the world. It was 
suggested that I should present the winner 
with a bust of myself, sculptured, perhaps, 
by Gutzon Borglum, but I was an important 
man in those days and important men are 
judged by the number of their enemies. 
Most of my enemies were rich men, and 
rich men usually own great horses. I 
feared the winner might deface my statue. 
paint a mustache on it or drive nails into it 
tc hex me. I rejected the idea, though 
it tickled my vanity, I must confess. 

“Judge Schilling and I were in New 
York one autumn evening. In those days 
George was my factotum and major domo. 
The Judge, as you know, is a low fellow 
who drinks far more than the temperate 


measure of a gentleman. It seems thy 
under his evil influence, I was riding ahoy 
New York in a horse hack we had rente 


in front of our hotel, the Plaza. We ha} 


a bottle of some synthetic poison George 
had purchased from a_bootlegger, an 
le kept insisting to the bedraggied felloy 
in a top hat who served as coacliman tha 
the spavined nag should have a drink of 
the dubious distillation. We were passing 
Tiffany's at the time, and the inspiratio, 
came to me full-blown, like Athena from 
the head of Zeus. Horse owners did noth. 
ing to win great races, I thought. The 
horses did the work and deserved the 
trophy. 

“It was night, but I had had some deal. 
ings in the past with a manager of Tiffany’: 
from whom I had purchased glittering 
gawds for the delectation of certain con. 
noisseurs who were mostly blonde. We 
visited the jewel merchant at his Park 
Avenue apartment despite the lateness of 
the hour, and, to his great astonishment, 
I ordered a solid silver water bucket to 
be presented to the horse that won the 
first running of the $100,000 Coffroth 
Handicap.” 

“Jim.” said Schilling, “always had a 
high regard for horses, possibly because 
he made a million dollars out of them, 
Once he gave birthday presents to 1100 
horses.” 

It was on a New Year’s Eve, during a 
meeting at Tijuana in the 1920s, and 
Shilling and Coffroth were drinking to- 
gether. The midnight bells rang out. 

“Jim pointed an accusing finger at me 
and demanded to know if I had bought 
birthday presents for the 1,100 horses 
quartered at our track,” Schilling said. 
“1 told him such a thought had never 
entered my mind, and he went into a tow 
ering alcoholic rage. He demanded that | 
procure 1,100 pounds of lump sugar a 
once—a pound for each horse at the 
track. He threatened to fire me if I failed 
to get the sugar at that hour of a festive 
New Year’s morning. and I knew he 
meant it. He was paying me $100 a day, 
and I did not wish to lose my job. At 4 
a.m. I managed to rouse a German whole- 
sale grocer, to tear him from the arms of 
his fat and warm-fleshed frau, and force 
him to deliver the packages of sugar 
across the border by daylight. I added a 
touch of my own: each package was 
wrapped in tissue and tied with ribbon— 
blue for colts and pink for fillies.” 

“The good Judge earned himself 4 
thousand-dollar bonus for the happy 
thought,” said Coffroth. ‘“Sentimentality 
always touches me.” 

As Billy poured our champagne and 
cognac, the Judge and Sunny Jim fell to 
discussing the great Thoroughbreds thal 
had raced in the handicap Coffroth had 
named for himself. Schilling stated that 
Exterminator, a horse that was beaten 1!

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Judge was presiding steward, and i was 
to go down as his guest. When I awak. 
ened I felt that Coffroth had greatly exag. 
gerated the curative qualities of sturgeon 
roe. The Judge and I ate a breakfast of 
ham, eggs, black coffee, and whisky sours 
and left for the Mexican course by car 
in company with 2 young men who were 
track employees. The Judge slept and 
snored lustily for most of the 30-mile trip, 
1 felt strangely tense and vaguely restless, 
I lay no claim to prescience. My uneasi- 
ness was mainly hangover, I know, but the 
weird and barren scenery of lower Cali- 
fornia— desert land beside the sea— 
also had its effect. A morning fog still 
hung on, like a gray-faced reveler loath 
to leave the scene of his debaucheries, | 
have always regarded Baja California and 
certain parts of New Mexico and Arizona 
as a moonscape with hot dog stands, 
anyway.

The Molino Rojo’s architecture— 
its gables and turrets — reminded me 
vaguely of the Howard Johnson roadside 
restaurants on the eastern travel routes 
of the United States.

He would not listen to my 
protests; all I had to do to inspect this 
pagan paradise. he declared. was buy a 
drink at its bar.

the order of presentation: the number of 
mares Which died is given immediately 
after the number covered. The fertility 
percentages are Calculated differently from 
those in the Racing Calendar. The number 
of reported pregnancies is divided by the 
number of mares covered less number of 
mares reported dead, The no-report mares 
are included in the denominator. 


There is. of course, no way of knowing 
what happened in the case of any one 
mare in the no-report column. It is as- 
sumed here that the mares in this category 
failed to become pregnant, though, of 
course, a few of them may have done so. 


At least 4 stallions—Equifox, Equistone, 

Frrard, and Escadru—are missing from 
the tabulation published in the Racing 
Calendar. When these omissions were 
called to the attention of Mrs. Lillian 
Brennan, registrar of The Jockey Club, she 
was unable to supply the necessary figures 
at once, and said they would be published 
in the December issue of the Racing 
Calendar. The totals given below will 
have to be revised slightly when the 
corrected list is available.

If the 157 mares reported as having 
died are eliminated from consideration, the 
percentages for the 1953 breeding season 
become: 56.6 per cent live foals (registra- 
tion applications), 5.3 per cent foals dead 
and slipped; 16.2 per cent barren; 21.8 
per cent not reported. 

Of the 6,665 mares reported as in foal 
as a result of having been covered in 1953, 
8.6 per cent were reported as_ having 
slipped or produced foals which failed to 
survive long enough for registration to be 
applied for. The comparable figure for 


the 1951 breeding season was 8.0 per cent; 
for 1952, 7.8 per cent. 

The number of stallions reported bred 
to at least 10 mares each in 1953 was 
547 (not including the 4 omissions), as 
compared with 520 in 1952, 537 in 1951. 
Their distribution according to the percent- 
age of mares (excluding mares reported 
dead) reported pregnant, with cumulative 
percentage columns showing comparison 
with the 1952 breeding season:

Handicaps or Handy Gifts? 


In keeping with the rather unfortunate Ameri- 
can tendency to rationalize that whatever is, is 
right, certain expert witnesses are offering testi- 
mony in the case of the Rules of Racing vs. the 
130-pound limit in handicaps. 

George Edward Arcaro: “Up to 115 pounds, 
weight doesn’t mean much, but after that it 
really tells, particularly in distance races. A 
horse can carry a pretty good package in a 
sprint, but when he has to lug it over a distance 
of ground, then he will tire. You may ask why 
130 pounds should be the limit. I can only tell 
you that it seems to be the breaking point. Of 
course, there have been horses who have carried 
more successfully, but there are exceptions to 
every rule.” 

Notes for cross-examination: Mr. Arcaro, you 
used the expression “breaking point.” Is this the 
point at which the best horse in a race becomes 
able to lose without detouring through the parking 
lot? .... Now, you mentioned exceptions to the 
rule. Do some horses have higher breaking points 
—following your definition of the term—than 
others? . . . Thank you, sir. Now, if Tom Fool 
wins the Brooklyn Handicap under 136 pounds at 
odds of 1 to 4, is it your opinion that he should 
be assigned 130 pounds for his next race at 114. 
miles? No? Then is it your opinion that an ex- 
ceptional horse should be assigned exceptional 
weight? 

That’s all. Next witness. 

Nelson Dunstan: “We believe that no horse 
should be permitted in a rich stakes with an 
advantage of more than 20 pounds. If a horse 
needs more than that, he should not be in the 
race.” 

Mr. Dunstan, when a man pays a fee to enter 
a horse in a handicap, is it not his understanding, 
according to the rules of racing, that the weights 
are to be adjusted so as to equalize the chances 
of winning? Thank you, sir. That’s all. 


The case is not in court, however. There is 
no judge, no jury; the defendants are at liberty to 
do as they please. The race tracks can continue 
bidding for name horses until they tire of servility. 
If track A bids $100,000 and 130 pounds for a 
champion, B can bid $100,000 and 128. One day 
C may come along and offer 120 pounds. A few 
years of this foolishness, and winners of $2,000,- 
000 should become commonplace, just as winners 
of half that much are about to become common- 
place as a result of the strangely twisted con- 
clusion that the appearance of a good horse gains 
more prestige and more profit for a track than 
does a genuine handicap. 

Court or no court, there may be a resolution 
of the case eventually. Some bright morning it is 
likely to occur to some bright executive that he 
could establish one of the best and most popular 
races in America simply by adhering to the defini- 
tion of a handicap. The number of entries would 


be larger, the starting field would be larger, the 
crowd would be larger, and the total wagering 
would be larger than on one of these manage. 
ment-modified handicaps based on the cock-eyed 
premise that the race is a failure unless the top. 
weight wins it. 

The success of this rediscoverer of funda- 
mentals would bring enlightenment to some of 
the tracks whose present policy is to keep a ceiling 
of 130 pounds in handicaps—particularly for 
horses which would be odds-on under 140 pounds, 
A revision of this policy would free them from the 
necessity of genuflecting before the owner who 
claims that he has the best horse in the country 
and at the same time draws the line at 130 pounds, 
(As an official quoted by Dunstan has remarked, 
what’s to keep him from insisting on a top of 
128?) 

There is, of course, no means of setting up an 
agency for handicapping on a national basis, 
unless it should be done by the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations. The TRA is not likely to 
attempt the task, since its members are the ones 
which have created—and therefore must defend— 
the present policy. 

Thus the Turf historians of the future should 
remember that in 1956 Bobby Brocato was the 
only American horse which carried as much as 132 
pounds in a handicap (except, of course, in the 
Fall Highweight), and that only 2 handicappers 
demonstrated that they were free to assign more 
than 130 pounds. 

In general, the earnings of race horses, if ad- 
justed to the opportunity of their time, constitute 
a rather reliable index of their class and sound- 
ness. Exceptions must be made in the case of 
horses whose owners have been allergic to imposts 
of more than 130 pounds. The earnings of such 
horses must be discounted as an_ inaccurate 
measure of class by reason of the fact that these 
horses were allowed special privileges not enjoyed 
by earlier champions. 

For the appraisal of horses in handicap compe- 
tition the best available measure is weight carried. 
It took 143 pounds to beat Discovery, 140 for 
Exterminator, 135 for High Gun. Whisk Broom 
II won with 139, Man o’ War (as a 3-year-old) 
with 138, Native Dancer (at 7 furlongs) with 137, 
Tom Fool with 136, Billy Kelly (as a 2-year-old), 
Grey Lag, and Equipoise with 135, 

These were exceptional horses, and the fact 
was attested by exceptional weights. For those 
with stud records, their merit later was attested 
by the exceptional performance of their progeny. 
Grey Lag was the only “failure” among the older 
horses, and even Grey Lag exceeded the prob- 
abilities indicated by his opportunity. 

Whether business or sportsmanship is the 
criterion, it is better that a horse should be 
weighted in proportion to his class (even when he 
does not run) than that any handicapper should 
be denied the right to assign exceptional weight 
to exceptional horses. J. A. ESTES
